Thompson is now nearly
eighty years of age, and will possibly be the only
man in the convention that served in tbe Twenty-sevent- h

Congresa For some Years past he bas
been attending exclusively to his law practice,
but has found time so vrite a book opon the
tariff. It was originally intended that he ahould
present the same of Harrison, but bis health bas
recently shown signs of failing and he was
forced to decline tbe honor. His selection as a
delegate to the convention, like that of Porter,
waa eonsnmmated by a suspension of the rules
that be might be chosen by acclamation, an

Qosy is for Sherman, and said to-da- y that while
he did not care to assume anything in advance
of tbe arrival of the delegates, all of whom
would be in to-morr- or Monday, he was satis-
fied that Sherman would get most of their votes.
Hastings, of Pennsylvanis, who bas been
pitched upon to place Sherman in nomination,
is here, and had a talk with Quay. Chairman
Cooper, of the State committee, is also in the'
city, 'and has hopes that Bialne will be the
choice of the convention. Cooper says that
there will be about forty votes for Sher-
man to atart with from Pennsylvania, and
ten rotes foe Oreshsm.

He evidently
thinks that there will be a break for Blaine
eventually, and that the Pennsylvania delegates,
with a few exceptions, will go over with the
Blaine stampede.

CoL Wm. B. Hart, State Treasurer of Penn-
sylvania, who is very near to Senator Quay,
and one of bis most active and trusted lieuten-
ants, was more disposed to make positive state
ments than was the Senator. Colonel Hart said:
"I do not think that there is any danger of a
break of the Pennsylvania delegation to Blaine
at any time. There waa a time when this micht
bave happened, but I think that danger is past
Thre Is nothing more than a complimentary
vote meant by the proposition to vote for Mavor
Fitter, of Philadelphia, and be will get the
Philadelphia delegates on the first ballot only.
Ail of the delegates-at-Iarg- e will be for Sher-
man."

Senator Quav will not discuss tha Fitler mat-
ter at all, and declines to say whether he will be
given tbe Pennsylvania vote as a compliment
on the first ballot or not If such a thing should
happen, General Hastings would not be able to
give bherman the prestige of a nomination from
Pennsylvania.

TITE WESTERN BLAINE MEN. '

The Californians Express a Determination to
Nominate the Plumed Knight

To the United Press.
Chicago, June 16. Unless something occurs

to justify a change of base on the part of tbe
California delegation before Wednesday of next
week, all question as to the probability of the
name of James G. Blaine being presented to tbe
national Republican convention on that day
may be set at rest. "Tbey say that Blaine will
not be put In noninatUn,reaidCred Hsymond,
chairman of the , California delegation, in bis
speech in reply to tbe address of welcome from
the local BlaineChib at the Leland this afternoon.
''California, he continued." is the third State
on the roil, and tbe first Republican State.
When California is called I, if no one elta can
do it, will put James G. Blame in nomination.
To say that this extract from delegate Hay-mon- d's

address earried consternation into the
camps of the various favorite sons, is to nut it
mildly. All of them have been banking on the
idea that it was impossible to get tbe nsme of
tbe Maioe man before tho convention.

"Wherever I go," said one of General Alger's
most influential supporters early this morning. "I
find a strong Blaine undercurrent in eveey boom.
If I ask our people whom they woold prefer if
Alger cannot be nominated, they answer Bialne.
The Sherman people, the Allison people, the
Harrison people say the same thing. All are
willing to concentrate on Blaine." To-nig- ht

the same same gentleman said: "If the Call-fornis- ne

are determined to persevere in their
programme, I don't see that we have any other
resource than to shut no shop. Blaine once
formally placed in nomination, nobody else bas
a show."

But the men wbo are recognized as the au-
thorized mouthpieces of the man from Meinedo
not take the same view of the situation. Walker
Blaine, hia son, deprecates tbe use of his father's
name, and says that the Jonea and Florence let-
ters were final and irrevocable. B. F. Jones
refuses to talk, and refers would-b- e interviewers
to bis statement of Thursday to tbe United
Press, in which he said that under no oireum-stanc- es

could Mr. Blame be induced to accept
tha nomination. It is said to-nig- ht that an ef-fo- rt

has been made to reach him on hia
coaching tour by cable and to '

elicit from bim a final communication to the
permanent chairmen of tbe convention, which
would justify that official in ruling out the nom-
ination when made by tbe Californians. In tbe
event of thia effort failing it is further said that
tbe Jones snd Reid letters will be read to the
convention with the view of convincing it that
the step taken by the Californiane is withont
justification and contrary to good policy.
Should tbis be done a row in the conven-
tion is inevitable. Tbe Californians in-

sist that they ' bave a right to
nominate whom tbey please, and that
Blaine bas no right to refnee to respond to the
cell of hie country.

A BEWILDERED REPORTER.

Tbe Talented Associated Press 3In Is Unable
to Hsk IIal or Tall of the Thins;.

To the Western Associated Press.
Chicago, June 16. A more complex situation

was never seen two days before the meeting of
a presidential convention. Sueb developments
as have oeenrred to-da- y only tend to pile rays
tery upon mystery. The air ia filled with
rumors, with bints of combinations, with
charges of treachery and suspicion of insincer
ity, and out of it all develops nothing tangible,
Assceurate a description of the situation as
could be made at thia hour is that about 500

delegates are tolerably certain bow they
will vote, if tbey don't change their minds be
fore the balloting begins. Tbe remainder are
all at sea. Everybody is afraid to' strike out in
soy direction, preferring to wait and see what
other people do. . There is much conferring
among leaders, much running after and arguing
with individual delegates, but very few
declarations in favor of any of the
various csndidates. Decidedly tbe feature
of to-da- y has been tha arrival of the Pac;5.c
eoast delegation, shouting for Blaine. Their
enthusiasm and reception are described in other
dispatches. The California people declare
Blaine ia their first and only choice. They say
they are not talking of otner candidates,' and
that Blaine will surely be nominated. If the

Pacifio coast Democrats bad not gone to St.
Louis with ths r red bandannas and br their
enthusiasm and constancy of their advo--
eaer of Tnurmans nomination, suc
ceeded not only in carrying their point
but in attracting to themselves the attention of
the entire country and eecuring the honor of the
temporary chairmanship of the convention for
one of their delegates, tbis Blaine movement
would probably not have coma out of California. .

But tbe coast Republicans pricked up their ears
at the record made by their Democratic neigh-
bors, and tbe thought came to them
to - achieve a greater success. Whereas
the Democrats bad named the Vice-presiden- t,

the Republicans determined to nominate a Pres
ident. Alwara Blaine men, and hia most en
thusiastic admirers, they naturally turned to
lilaine aa their piece de resistance Their hope
was to form a nneleut of courage and enthus-
iasm about which all the Blaine xnn in the
country would gather and form an
irresistible movement. All day the - thouands
of on-looke- rs here have been endeavoring to
ascertain what the effect has been of this pro
jection ' of an 'additional Blaine boom into the
contest, To-nig-ht the general verdict is that tbe
effort, bold and picturesque aa it was, haa not
greatly affected the situation. A comment often
beard is that the effect of the Pacific coast boom
was discounted in advance, as it was knorn in
Chicago yesterday what the programme of the
Californiaos was to be. Furthermore, the eoast
men have overdone the business and bave bad
a narrow escape from making it ridiculous.
Such declarations as that made . by. their chief
spokesman, "That it would be rank treachery
to nominate anybody but Blaine; that no other
candidate has the right to allow bla name to be
presented," etc., have been met with smiles even
among the warmest ad mime of Mr. Blaine.
Here and tbre a delegate bas been affected.
The Maine people are naturallr pleased at tbis
show of loyalty to their favorite son. In Massa
chusetts tnr is a little tendency to take up
Bialne; some of the Blaine men in Pennsylvania,
who do not like to be led into the Sher
man camp by Senator Quay, are talking
Blaine; a few of tho Nebraska delegates are
showiog an inclination to return to their old
idol, as are a few of the Texas men. aod tbe
statement is made that it would not take much
of an inducement to break tha Iowa delegation
from Allison to Biaine. But the general verdict
is that the California effort ia a failure, and
must be a failure. Mr. Blame's sons sav it would
be useless to nominate their father. Gn. Clay-
ton says no true friend of Blaine's will tslk of
renominating him. that if Blaine be nomi
nated at all it most be in the natu-
ral course of avente, without any juggling
to prevent a nomination, and with, the consent
cf all tbe candidates who hare entered tbe conQ
test in good faith, supposing Mr. Blaine to be
out of the way by his own action. Joseph
Manley of Maine, William Walter Phelpa. ex-Senat- or

Piatt of New York. National Chairman
Jones, and others of Mr. Blaine's close friends,
make the same statement. At this writ-
ing It ia clearly the sense of the con
vention, under tbe Influence of the strougrst
men in the party, that the nomination
of Blaine is impossible ex-o- pt in tha extremely
remote contingency that tbe convention ballots
for days without making a choire and tbe can
didates unite in withdrawing in Mr. Blaine a in-
terest. It is undeniable that a few Blame men,
notably Stephen B. Elkins and R, C Kerins,
woold like to bave the work of the convention
so shaped aa to make Mr. Blaine the final out
come, and thev are supposed, in a certain way,
to be making an effort to that end.
There is a rumor that Elkins
and Kerios have a letter, in duplicate, from
Miss Dodee (Gail Hamilton) written two days
after the Paris letter of Mr. Blame, in which,
the atarment la made: "if the country insists
upon noting dir. isiaine lor a leader, be will no-cee- pt

and immediately return home an! begin
the eanvae. The fact about thia matter
are that the letter waa written iust after
the Florence letter, and not after tbe Paris In
ter of Sir. Blaine, end waa addressed to Elkio.

Dakota a elaim to vote in the convention at a
State, not ae a Territory that is. to be allowed
ten delegates on a roll-ca- ll instead of two was
then formally ratified by the national commit
tee 'ii to y.

asked by letter to the committee to be allowed
to represent Alaska in tbe convention. Their
connection with Alaska affairs, or whether tbey
had ever seen Alaska, waa not shown. The re
quest was tabled, and Alaska was left uoropre
sec ted.

He was introduced as "the author of Ben-Hur- "

and "The Fair God." General Wallace baa not
been in aetive politics for about twenty years.
The last race be made was for Congress in the
old Battle-groun- d district. He waa defeated by
Gen. Mablon D. Manson. The district waa Re
publican, but a factional ficht arose in wbtch
the friends of Godlove S. Ortu were accused of
knifing "Tbe Fair God.ff This row continued
until Montgomery county waa dropped out of
the district, but by that time General Wallace
bad got over tha congressional fever. One of
the campaign lies started during tbe congres
sional canvass is still told down in Indiana. It
waa said that General Wallace pushed hia com
mand through a forced march of twenty miles
for a barrel of whisky. Tha offense might have
been condoned, but so tbe story runs tbe gen-
eral aod hit staff swallowed tn rich old Ken-
tucky corn juice of 1850 before tbe men got a
nose at the bung.

General Wallaee comes of good old Indiana
fighting stock, His grandfather and William
Henry Harrison, General Ben Harrison's grand-
father, drank hard eider together before tbe
elder Harrison became President. It was through
President Harrison that David Wallace, father
of the general, was appointed a cadet at the
United Statee military academy. David Wallace
was Governor and Lieutenant governor of In-

diana back in the '40s, a member of Congress and
a judge later on. He waa an elegant talker and
a distinguished lawyer. General Wallace went
to the Mexican war, and, being of a literary
turn picked up tbe Artec traditions that ha
afterward wove into "Tha Fair God. a story on
which he wrote for twenty years. It was in the
land of tbe extinct race of sun-worshlp- that
be eompleted fc't great work. "Ben-Hur,- " hav-
ing been made Governor of New Mexico by
President Hayes. While at Santa Fe tbe book
was published, and tbe sales at once ran into
the thousands. Nearly three hundred thousand
copies bave been sold, and it has been translated
into a dozen languages Garfield sent him to
Turkey as minister, and the General got another
Story, on which he is now working.

General Wallaco was a groat soldier, a dish-
ing commander, aod always had a lot of choice
spirits around him. T. Buchanan Read, the
poet, waa on hit staff a portion of the time dur-
ing the war, and many noted newspaper men
found the General congenial company.

The author of "Ben-Hut- " It a little abort of
six feet tall, with black hair, fadol in patches,
aod a chin beard and mustache rapidly running
into white streaks. But the General is entitled
to gray hair, for be is sixty-on- e years old. His
face is red in hue, with a culmination of bright
colors on his cose. He wears spectacles over a
pair of dark brown eyes, ia qntek in hia talk and
actions, and bends tbe upper half of bis body
over the hands of the curious who seek an intro-
duction. In bis writing he exceeds the advice of
Horace to revise ten times, and some passages
of his books are rewritten a score of times.
